NEW YORK, Dec. 23,—Officers and 
enlisted men on Governor's Island are 
discussing with much interest the find- 
ings of two separate courtmartial as- 
sembled to hear charges covering the 
same acts and preferred against Capt.

The fame of Judge William Jefferson 


Pollard of Dayton Street Police Court 
has fougd its way to London, where 


his practice of giving drunkards the 


alternative of signing the pledge for 
ri year, or fine or imprisonment, has 
Been recommended to British Magis- 
trates. 

According to a cablegram to the 
Post-Dispatch, temperance reformers in 
London commend Judge Peollard’s sys- 
tem highly, and it is spoken of in 
newspapers there as “sanity on the 
bench.”’ 

Happiness beamed in Judge Pollayd's 
smile when the cablegram was shown 
to him yesterday by a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter. 
“Cynical people laughed when I first 


began letting drunkards go after re- 
quiring them merely to sign a pledge 
pot to drink any more for a year,” he 
gaid. “I guess this vindicates my faith 


in human nature.” 

Presiding over probably the largest 
district in the world, and often pass- 
ing on 18 cases in one day, Judge Po)- 
lard has formulated a judicial creed of 
his own and has put his pledge sys- 
tem. into operation in 300 cases. Of 
these, the says, only seven have broken 
the promise that he knows of, and he 
keeps careful “tab’’ on results. 


To Make Better Citizens. 


‘Ffere’s the way I look at it,”’ Judge 
Pollard said yesterday. “The purpose 
of justice isn’t simply to punish. The 
law wasn't intended solely for revenge. 
It's meant to make better citizens—to 
accomplish the greatest good, both for 
«the. plaintiff and the defendant. 
' “Now, there’s some good in every 
man. The way to make him stop do- 
“ing wrong is to appeal to that. It may 
-he obscure, but it's there, and putting 
him o> ‘his honor may fan the spark 
to a flame. 

“If the only way to save a man from 
drink is by confining him, the judge 
ought to be fearless and relentless in 
Renamer: but if the method I use 

ill make a sober and better citizen 
of him, then the Court ought to use 
that method. 

“Drinking isn’t Hke stealing or carry- 
ing a gun. It’s something that any 
man is likely to fall victim te in an 
unguarded moment. It is a temptation 
that surrounds every man constantly in 
@ town like this, always presented in 
the most alluring and {nsidious form.

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—Ithe Berlin police 
are certainly not bigoced; they avai) 
themselves’ of every scientific novelty 
and have no objection even to occultism 
if it serves their purpose. Dr. Egebert 


Muller says they are in close contact 
with spiritualists and, when any great 


crime is committed where no clue to the 
perpetrator is discoverable, recourse is 
had to spiritualists, leaders of the sect 
are visited, negotiations begun for the 
services of a good clairvoyant, female 
preferred, and a seance is arranged. 

The detectives in charge of the case, 
together with the police psychologists, 
listen to the utterances of the medium. 
all of which are carefully noted, and 
every indication given of the seance is 
vigorously followed. 

A former director of the Berlin de- 
tective department, Dr. Von Meer- 
scheidt, had an important case recently 
in which @ woman had been murdered 
under mysterious circumstance. The 
medium employed could only say that, 
if the dead woman were asked, she 
could tell all about it. 

Meehscheidt construed this into a 
command to hold a seance at the grave 
of the murdered woman, and would 
have carried through this strange pro- 
cedure had he not been afraid of public 
ridicule. 

Success has not attended the police ef- 
forts to exact information from me- 
diums except in one case. A girl had 
unaccountahbly disappeared from one of 
the most disreputable quarters of Ber- 
lin, and the police had recourse to a 
medium, @ nervous, anemic woman, 


who saw in a trance the abduction of 
the missing girl and described minutely 
the place where she was detained. She- 
further described the person implicated 
as a fair-haired man, with a red cravat. 
Men with red cravats had a bad time 
for a f« +» days, but finally the crimina! 
was discovered and he actually wore a 
red cravat at the time he carried away 
the girl.

LONDON, Dec. 23.—Russian revolu- 


tionaries are working in. London for 


the overthrow of Czardom, which they 
hold respunsible for all the massacres 


of the past 12 months. 

Whitechapel is the headquarters of a 
group of five leading Jewish members 
of the Russian revolutionary organiza- 
tion, who are acting as directors of a 
band of secret agents, who accept with- 
out question the orders transmitted to 
them from 8t. Petersburg, Moscow and 
Odessa, 

Not only are tons of revolutionary 
vrociamations printed in the East End 
and thence smuggled to the Continent, 
but many thousands of rifies and re 
volvers have been shipped from the 
Thames to the Baltic and the Black 
Sea. 

A more startling side of the work is 
the preparation of bombs, which is 
being carried on in the East End. Hun- 
dreds of bombs have in the past six 
months been sent from the Thames. 
Their history is curious. 

Most of them arrive in London un- 
loaied, from New York and Chicago, 
where they are made, and the prepara- 
tion of the chemical contents is done 
here by revolutionaries who have 
studied chemistry in Russia. 

There is at least one maker of bombs 
themselves in the East End—a young 
silversmith, who for more than a year 
has been manufacturing those weapons 
of the revolution. 

Not long ago, it is stated, he showed 


man’s fist, made entirely of silver. 

“Why silver?” he was asked. He 
answered: ‘‘We must have silver for 
the Czar.”’ 

Stories of the revolution are told ev- 
ery day by newcomers in the East End. 
“I am a locksmith,” said a swarthy 
Jew who landed four days ago from 
Riga, ‘and was a delegate of the rev- 
Olutionary party detailed to spread the 
revolution among the factory workers. 
For three months I worked in one fac- 
tory; then I went to another, leaving 
behind me hundreds of converts. 
‘Twelve months ago in Rega a police 
spy denounced me, and I] was taken 
to prison without trial. Until ten days 
ago I was in prison, and was never 
tried. 

“Sixty-seven politicals were in the 
prison. Twenty-elght of us were in one 
under-ground room. Our only food was 
half baked bread and cabbage. Some of 
us foll ill, and two died. 

“Ten days ago we tried again to es- 
cape. We knocked the guards down 
and jumped from a windew. I got to 
the house of a revo'utionist, who hid 
me for a couple of days. Money was 
collected for my passage, and I got 
avay by sea.”’

HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


Congressman Lorimer’s bill appropriating $31,000,- 
000 dor the construction of a 14-foot waterway 
from ‘Chicago to St. Louis is of national interest. 

But this is only one end of the great work, the 
smajl end. The waterways of the United States 
are unsurpassed. They are the natural regulators of 
commerce generally, and can be made the natural’ 
regulators of railway rates. Only by a continuous 
systematic energetic application of energy to the 
Miseissippi River can this end be achieved. From 
Chietago to the Gulf there should be a waterway, to 
be operated in connection with the Isthmian Canal. 
In fact the canal will not reach its greatest use- 
fulness without direct water communication with 
thesheart of the country. 

Tt is not merely to benefit the Mississippi Valley.

EQUAL RESPONSIBILITY TO LAW. 

The conviction of Abraham H. Hummel for con- 
spiracy by a New York jury is no less significant 
than the conviction of Senater Burton of Kansag_by 
a jury in St. Louis. Hummel had been for 20 years 
the leading member of the most celebrated firm of 
lawyers practicing in the criminal courts and the 
divorce courts of New York City, The District At- 
torney, in summing up the evidence, declared that 
during these 20 years he had been a menace to the 
community. The jury indorsed this view by giving 
the defendant a year in the Penitentiary, literally 
“without benefit of clergy.” 

This case, the case of Senator Burton and to some 
extent that of Senator Mitchell are alike in being 
almost unprecedented demenstrations that 
ancient “benefit of clergy,” long ago dead in the 
letter of law, is about to be abolished as one of 
the most formidable of all modern, abuses. 

When it could be openly pleaded in a court of law, 
it exempted members of the learned professions as 
“clerks” from the usual processes of law as they 
applied against the uneducated. For “divinity 
clerks” it ceased to be effective two or three cen- 
turies ago, but for the “clerics of the law,’ "this pro- 
fession has been so effective a defense in this coun- 
try that it seems even now a strange, almost un- 
accountable development of the times, that in three 
great cases in succession it has failed completely. 

It is notorious, undenied and undeniable, that 
law is to be violated at wholesale in the 
United States by any powerful combination, the 
first step is to secure the advice of the ablest law- 
years who can be “retained” for money. The object 
is the appearance of legality in evading, nullifying 
or actually breaking with a high hand through all 
restraint of law. 

In the Burton case, though the charge was ‘not 
actually conspiracy of the Jawyer with his criminal 
clients, the fact which gave the charge its impulse 
and resulted in conviction was that while serving 
in the United States Senate Burton had given his 
services as a lawyer to men who were planning to 
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evade and violate the laws. His “clergy” as a 
lawyer and as a United States Senator counted for 
nothing against the feeling that if we are not to 
react far towards the fraud and violence of the 
past, the twentieth century must enforce a fuller 
responsibility to law, a responsibility from which 
none can claim any privilege of exemption. 

The debt the country owes lawyers as makers of 
American history is great. It has taken its great- 
est, safest, most far-sighted leaders from the bench 
or the bar. It will still look to the bench and bar 
at every crisis in the future as it has done in the 
past. 

Now, however, unless these most significant signs 
fail, the interests of his client or of his firm or of 
his profession, cannot be interposed safely by any 
lawyer between the law and his own responsibility 
to it. 

It may prove a long step forward, not merely be- 
cause lawyers happen to be thus involved, but be- 
cause in its full significance, it shows the develop- 
ment of a deep feeling that the safety of the coun- 
try depends on a more nearly equal operation of 
more nearly equal laws, to which all, without ex- 
ception, must be fully answerable.

TO PREVENT A SHIP’S ROLLING. 

A German engineer, Otto Schlick, has for several 
years studied the oscillation of vessels most care- 
fully, and after considerable research and calcula- 
tion has reached the conclusion that the motion can 
be greatly reduced through using a gyroscepic me- 
chanism. The gyroscope is a well-known piece of 
physical apparatus, and resembles a top. being @ 
heavy wheel or disc so supported that it can revolve 
rapidly on any -plane. It ig found, however, that 
such a disc when oncé set in motion tends to remain 
on its original plane, and resists a force tending to 
displace it. 

Herr Schlick, therefore, proposes to steady ships at 
sea by mounting a gyroscope in the hold, and his 
first experiments on a large scale have been under- 
taken with an old torpedo boat. In this craft a gyro- 
scope with a dise weighing 1036 pounds was mounted 
with a steam turbine which could rotate it at a speed 
of over 2000 revolutions per minute. The oscillations 
and pitching of the vessel were carefully measured 
before the steam was admitted to the turbine, and 
then when the gyroscope was put in revolution, tne 
motion practically ceased. So successful were these 
experiments with the 60-ton torpedo boat that it has 
been decided to proceed with a larger craft. The 
availability of this device for vessels on the English 
Channel has been suggested, as here increased speed 
and comfort would more than compensate for’ loss of 
power and cargo space. 





RAISING PEARLS FOR MARKET. 

The systematic culture of fresh-water pearls may 
easiiy become an important industry in the United 
States, as the mollusks from which they are taken are 
very abundant in our lakes and rivers. The Missis- 
sippi Basin, especially, teems with them, presenting 
many forms which differ from those of the Atlantic 
watershed and other parts of the world. 

The methods of culture are exceedingly simple, as 
it is necessary only to open slightly the shell and 
insert a very small, transparent glass bead, putting It 
between the mantle and the shell. Great care must 
be taken to avoid injury to the little animal; and in 
opening the shell a thin, flat, fron tool with a wood- 
en handle and a bent point should be used; a knife 
might answer for this purpose. When the point has 
been inserted, it is turned around to an angle of about 
90 degrees, the shell befhg thus partially opened with- 
out injury to the life within. After treatment, it must 
be returned to the water for a year or two, while the 
process of incrustation goes on. 





PYRO-RADIO ACTIVITY. 

Pyro-radio activity is the dernier cri. This is the 
radio-active power taken by a wire charged with 
negative electricity as it is heated. Such a wire in- 
duces radio activity in any substance submitted to 
its action, doing without the help of radium. Dr. H. 
Toummarina of Switzerland discovered pyro- 
radic activity, also discovered that ang  sub- 
stance placed in the medium surrounding X-rays 
becomes radio active. Any solid body, including fruit, 
grass and live animals, as well as any kind of con- 
ductive or insulating liquids, have thus been made 
radio active. In experimenting with birds Dr, Toum- 
marina found that the intensity of radio-active rays 
is stronger with grown individuals than in young 
ones, and depends also on the state of activity or rest 
of the subject 





DRIED MILK. 

Australia has adopted the system of drying milk 
which is said to have been very successful in London, 
England. The milk is dried between steam rollers and 
sold as a powder, from which nothing but water has 
been extracted and to which nothing but water re- 
quires to be added to make wholesome, clean and 
sterile milk. A leading medical officer here is report- 
ed to have said that the adoption of dried milk ct 
some of the asylums for consumptive patients and 
in general. hospitals has proved a success.

Turbines for Lo comotives—Preventing Ships Rolling—Increasing the Apple Crop— 
Raising Pearls for Market—Marvels of Measurement—Rays : 
From Living Bodies—Dried Milk. 


A TURBINE-DRIVEN LOCOMOTIVE. 

So successful has been the turbine for stationary 
and marine engines that it js not strange that efforts 
should be made to use it in connection with lecomo- 
tives. It has been proposed to mount & steam boiler 
and turbine on a locomotive, and use the power to 
drive a dynamo which would supply current to the 
motors similar to those of an ordinary electric loco- 
motive. Recently, however, Prof. Stumpt of the 
Royal Technical School at Charlotteburg, Germany, 
has invented a locomotive where the turbines are di- 
rectly conneeted with the axles. 

There are three driving axtes, and the plan involves 
using the steam in successive stages in the turbines, 
Which are placed outside of each driving wheel. The 
steam is introduced into the first turbine on one 
side through a pipe direct from the boiler, and then 
passes successively through the second and third tur- 
bines on the other side of the locomotive, from the 
last of which the exhausted steam passes into the 
stack through the exhaust-blast nozzle. The out- 
come of the new invention will be awaited with in- 
terest, not only on account of the extension of the 
use of the turbine, but also for the fact that the 
modern steam locomotive is an uneconomical plece 
of machinery, requiring large amounts of fuel to gen- 
erate a given quantity of power. 





INCREASE IN APPLE CROPS. 
Consul Mahin of Nottingham forwards a report 
based upon publications In German newspapers de- 


‘scribing. experiments. looking to the improvement of 


declining apple orchards: 
Of five long rows of apple trees one row Was left 


untreated and the four others had different combina- 
tions of manurings. The row left unmanured gave 
104 pounds of apples per tree during the five years 
from 1900 to 1994, both inclusive, and In the fifth year 
(1904), which was the year of maximum yield for the 
entire orchard, the weight of the apples per tree was 
65 pounds and the number 24. The best results from 
manuring were obtained by a complete manure, con- 
sisting of 1% pounds of sulphate of ammonia, 1% 
pounds of muriate of potash and 3% pounds of basic 
siag per tree per annum, applied to the roots during 
the winter. During the five years the yleld per tree 
from this dressing was 163 pounds of apples, while 
by the fifth year the bearing increased to 401 apples, 
weighing 105 pounds, per tree—that is, the weight of 
the apples per tree increased by this manuring from 
55 pounds on the unmanured trees to 16 pounds on 
the manured trees, or 90.9 per cent; while the num- 
ber of apples increased from 294 to 401 per tree, or 36 
per cent. The increase in the average size of the ap- 
ples is remarkable. Those from the unmanured trees 
averaged 2.98 ounces each, and those from the 
manured trees 4.19 ounces each. 





MARVELS OF MEASUREMENT. 

The éight-millionth part of an inch {fs what the 
physicists are measuring. The twenty-five thou- 
sandth part of an inch may be taken as the limit of 
measurement of mechanical measures of general ap- 
plication. But we possess a physical means of meas- 
urement 300 times more refined than this and free 
from difficulties. This is one which enables us to 
determine variations in length, thickness or position 
with absolute accuracy to the eight-millionth of an 
inch or one three-hundredth-thousandth of a milll- 
meter. The foundation of this wonderful scale is the 
wave length of light—a quantity which is now known 
with great accuracy for the most important lines of 
the spectrum. Moreover, the method is rendered es- 
thetically beautiful by the fact that an actual visi- 
ble scale can be produced, composed of black Inter- 
ference bands on a brilliant background of pure mono- 
chromatic light. Further, the interval between any 
two bands can be subdivided into 100 parts by em- 
ploying a micrometer eyepiece on the observing tele- 
scope.

First Instance on Record of 
Choctaw Indian Proving 
False to His Parole.

Special to the Poxwt-Dispatch. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 23.—Robert 
L. Folsom, a full-blooded Choctaw In- 
dian, under arrest at Central Police Sta- 
tion, charged with murder in the first 
degree, is the first Choctaw to go coun- 
ter to the tradition of his race by violat- 
ing his parole. 

In 1903 he shot and killed Alfred 
Strickland, another Choctaw Indian at 
Durant, I. T. He was arrested, but on 
the theory that a Choctaw Indian nev- 
er ‘‘jumps”’ his bond, was released on 
his own recognizance. 

“He will not leave,” all his friends 
declared, and even the friends of Strick- 
land said: ‘“‘A Choctaw will never vio- 
late this confidence.” 


This Chuciaw proved an exception, 
however, for he fled. He went to Salt 
Lake City and mixed with Greek lab- 
orers. In Utah the authorities had nevy- 
er seen a Choctaw Indian and it was al- 
most impossible to distinguish him from 
one of the Greek race. Deputy Marshal 
Wilcox finally located hm, however, 
and arrived today with him. 

‘The tradition that a;Choctaw Indian 
will never jump his nd when he is 
arrested for crime,”’ said Wilcox, ‘‘Is 
so commonly accepted that members 
of this tribe are usually released upon 
their own recognizance. I could relate 
many instances where this has been 
done and the Indian never failed to put 
in his appearance at the time set. 

“The Kansas City public is familiar 
with the case of Walla Tonka, the 
Choctaw ball player who committed 
murder, was tri and sentenced to 
death. Then he was released upon his 
promise to appear on the date set for 
execution. e played ball all summer, 
came back in the fall and wag shot. 
Choctaw Indians are frequently con- 
victed of murder, sentenced to death 
and then allowed to go free so they may 
harvest their crops or do some other 

lece of work. They have never been 

nown to break their bond until this 
case.”’

SOME ABUSES CORRECTED 





Convicts Are No Longer Al- 
lowed to Work Outside 
Prison After Sunset. 





Attorney-General Hadley, State Audi- 
tor Wilder and Treasurer Gmelich, com- 
prising the Missouri Board of Prison 
Inspectors, submitted to Gov. Folk at 
Jefferson City yesterday a report in re- 
lation to the affairs of the State Peni- 
tentiary. The document bristles with 
criticism of the State administration in 
its attitude on the question of prison 
appointments. 

Indirectly Gov. Folk and Warden Hall 
are censured for permitting political in- 

* fluences to dominate the institution in 
the selection of guards and other em- 
ployes. 

Full responsibility for the proper con- 
duct and management of the institution 
is placed on the warden, who Is appoint- 
ed by the Governor. 

Not Blamed for Outbreak. 

“While Warden Hall,”" says the prison 
board’s report, ‘“‘cannot be censured for 
the recent outbreak at the prison, there 
was a lack of harmony between the 
warden and his deputy, Mr. See, which 
in a measure was largely responsible for 
some of the evils that have existed at 
the Penitentiary. We understand, how- 
ever, that these two officials are now 
working harmoniously. 

“Of those appointed to the position of 
guard,"’ continues the report, “a large 
number have, according to their own 
statements, had mo experience, elther 
in handling of prisoners or in apprehen- 
sion of criminals. 

“Tn accordance with a custom that 
has existed for a number of years, 
these appointments have been made as 
rewards for political service, and with- 
-@ut particular reference to the qualifi- 
‘gations or efficiency of the applicant. 
This practice of using patronage of the 
tate Penitentiary as rewards for po- 
Mtical service has resulted in the se- 
ection of many incompetent men, has 

' Yewered the standard of efficiency and 
resulted in a lax discipline among the 
guards a:.d other employes. 


Should Ignore Political Service. 


"The board has at various times in 
the course of the last year unsuccess- 
fully sought to secure a different pol- 
fey. We respectfully recommend that 
by ‘your direction the Warden in the 
future makes his appointments without 
reference to political service, and sole- 
ly from a standpoint of individual merit 
and efficiencn” 

“There are about twenty-five guards 
(who are incompetent or in some way 
tcapacitated for discharging the du- 
ties of their positions. These men 
should be drilled as military organiza- 


fons and be required to wear uni- 

rms, 

“Numerous complaints were made to 
tse in the course of our investigation, 
principally by those engaged in con- 
tract work in the Penitentiary, as to 
lax discipline; due to the kindly pol- 
icy of treatment which has been pur- 
Sued by the present Warden. 

ese complaints weré that con- 
viets had become insolent and refused 
to perform work assigned to them by 
the contractors. hile these com- 
laints are in a measure justified, as 
he present warden has been too free 
in communicating with the convicts 
and has endeavored to show them too 
much consideration, yet we do not 
think that those connected with con- 
tract work at the Penitentiary can 
De regarded as impartial judges. 


Barber Shop Changed. 

“The recent outbreak on the part of 
four convicts, Ryan, Vauehn, Blake 
and Raymond, is in no way directly 
attributable to the policy of leniency 


and kindness. Such outbreaks are in- 
ident to the history of all peniten-

Mrs. Bacharach Handled Wit- 
nesses With Unusual Dis- 
play of Method, . 





COMPLIMENTED BY COURT 


Told of Wrongs in Four Short 
Weeks of Her Marital 


Career. 


Acting so well the role of her own 
attorney that the Court complimented 
her on the manner in which she con- 
ducted her suit for divorce, Mrs. Lillian 
LeBrell Bacharach was granted a de- 
eres of divorce by Judge Douglas yes- 
'terday when she had completed the 


gtory of her marital woes and had ex- 
amined the witnesses she had sum- 
moned to testify on her behalf. 

The little woman, who is the first of 
her sex to waive the services of an at- 
torney, seemed perfectly at home as she 
told of the wrongs heaped upon her by 
Harry M. Bacharach, her husband, in 
the short four weeks of married life 
that began April 15 of this year and 
ended ay 13. 

When Mrs. Bacharach took the wit- 
ness stand, after informing Judge Doug- 
las that she intended to handle her own 
ease, she told the court she had known 
Bacharach only a few weeks before she 
married him after saying: “This is a 
divorce suit and my witnesses are here.” 

‘I’m old enough tto have had better 
sense,” sai@ Mrs. Bacharach, “but I did 
not know what kind of a man I was 
marrying.”’ 

Husband's Misconduc’ 

The wife then tole the story of the 
manner in which her husband mistreat- 
ed her, squandered her money, and 
finally deserted her after etting in 
trouble with his employer. She testified 
that Bacharach had taken goods De- 
longing to his employer, Morris! Fried- 
man, and that he was afierwards sent 
to the Workhouse for the offense. The 
husband was in that institution when 
the wife's divorce suit was filed. 

Mrs. Bacharuch exhibited a commit- 
ment showing that her husbgnd had 
been sent to Workhouse, teli.ng the 
court that “any man who wouid treal 
his wife as he did me would steal or do 
anything else.” : 

Mrs. Bacharach’s mother testified that 
she had only seen her daughter and 
Bacharach together twice and that she 
knew nothing much about the husband. 

When Dr. J. W. Warbington, a char- 
acter witness for the wife, took the 
stand Mrs. Bacharach questioned him 
as would an attorney who had handled 
many divorce suits before, 

“Kindly state your name to the Court, 
doctor,”” said the wife-attorney. 

“Do you know me?’ was the next 
query followed by the request: “State 
to the Court what my reputation is, 80 
far as you know.” 

Dr. Warbington told Judge Douglas 
that he had known Mrs. Bacharach for 
many years and that she had always 
borne the best of reputations. 

Other character witnesses were exam- 
ined along the same line by Mrs. Bachii- 
arach. 

In granting the decree Judge Douglas 
told Mrs. Bacharach that she had ac- 
quitted herself admirably and wished 
her a life fuil of happiness. 

Mrs. Bacharach forgot, in the em- 
barrassment of the unusual scene that 
she had asked that her maiden name, 
Le Brell, be restored, but was reminded 
of the fact before the entry was made 
on the court record. 


Once Employed by Attorney. 
In speaking of her act after the di- 
vorce had been granted, Mrs. Bach- 
arach said that she did not vessess 


funds enough to pay an attorney tv 
bring her suit for her, and as she had 
at one time been employed in the office 
of an attorney, it was not difficult for 
her to draw up the petition. 

“I know I’m depriving some attorney 
of a fee, but I believe { need the money 
worse than he does,’ said the wife. 
“This is the first time I was ever in 
court in my life, but the Judge was 
very kind ard I got through all right, 
in spite of the fact that a lawyer, who 
read my petition over a while ago, said 
it was defective and I wouldn’t get a 
divorce on that petition. The Court 
didn’t agree with him.’’

It is not expected that Mr. Young and 
his bride will return to St. Louis for 
10 days.

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ENGLISH CRISIS 
FAVORS IRELAND 


Walsh Believes Campbell-Ban- 
nerman’s Appointments In- 
dicate Good Results.

The silver lining of the dark cloud 
which has evershadowed Ireland for 
the last W6 years—since the political 
union with Great Britain wes accom- 
piished—has suddenly, although not un- 
expectedly, assumed a brighter hue. It 
is difficult to over-estimate the im- 
portance to*the cause of Ireland of the 
resignation of the Balfour ministry. In- 
Stead gf coercion and excessive taxa- 
tion, a policy of peace and good will 
will be the slogan of the Liberal Cabi- 
net led by Premier Sir Henry Campbell 
bannerman. 

The complexion of the new Liberal 
administraiion is decidedly favorable to 
the cause of home rule. There has 
been no ambiguity in the recent speech- 
es of the Liberal leaders on this ques- 
tion, and the Prime Minister, especially, 
has been clear and emphatic in his 
declaration thereon. 

In one of kis most recent speeches he 
said: “The enly way of healing the 
evils of Ireland, renioving the difficul- 
tics Of her administration, giving con- 
tentment and prosperity to her people, 
and of making her a strength instead 
of a weaknese to the empire, is (that 
the Irish people should have the man- 
ageinent of their own domestic affairs.” 
There is no mistaking the signfficance 
of this language. 


Irish Ayppointees Good. 


\ . 

The Liberal Premier has already 
\nalled his color@ to the mast, and the 
®enera! election, which will take pluce 
in Janury, will be fought on the two 
G”eat issues of the day—home rule and 
free trade. But if Campbell-Banner- 
man had entirely ignored the home rwe 
question in his speeches, his Lrish ap- 
pointments alone would be sufficient to 
indicate his attitude on the irish ques- 
tion. : 

The new Chief Secretary—Pnrof. Ias. 
Bryce, author of the “American Com- 
monWwealth’’—is probably the most caj- 





'atle man that has ever been appointed 


to that unenviable position. This posi- 
tion will give him an opportunity to 
enhance his already brilliant reputation. 

There is no doubt that under him, 
Dublin Castle rule will be curtailed of 
its sinister power, and that the people 
wil' be allowed all their rights and priv- 
lleges under the existing law. 

The Viceroy of Ireland will be the 
Earl of Aberdeen, wiico, in u .eW »errs 
ago, was Governor-General of the D>- 
m'nion of Canada. Aberdeen is a man 
of prenounced Liberal views, and |.’ 
friendshl; for Ireland is well known. 
Puring the Columbian Exposition = in 
Chicago, the Countess of Aberdeen was 
the main support of the Irish Village, 
which was so conspicuous a féature' of 
the Midway Plaisance. 


Rosebery’s Day Past. 


Lora Roseberry—as was to be expect- 
ed—has already declared that he will not 
fight “any political ba ties under the ban- 
ner of home rule, and a lecal contem- 


porary has editorially said in reference 
thereto, that thig attitude of his lord- 
ship will seriously interfere with Ban- 
nerman’s I program. Rosebery has 
had his day in English politics. No 
only is he unpopular with the greu 
mass Of English Liberals, of whom h 
pretends to be one, but he is not liked 
at Court, where his ostentatious and 
pompous mapner is not admired by tue 
democratic sovereign.

‘More excitement here than ever over

When Kruse told his vision and an- 
nounced his intention of shipping a car- 
load of earth from the mine site he had 
purchased, he was laugh.d at as a 
harmless dreamer, But nuw it is given 
out by the Kruse family. that the earth 
assayed $25,000 for the car and that W. 
H. Kruse has had, or is preparing, to 
carry out other visions as eccentric 
sounding as the gold mune. 

When specific. visional instructions 
come to Mr. Kruse, who is at present 
in Minneapolis, he will arrange for a 
special train to carry #0 persons to 
the gold mines here. This date will be 
before March 1). 

Additional facts have been gained 
from Mr. Kruse of the remarkable 
series of visions. He says that instruc- 
tions came to him two years ago about 
this train which is to carry 400 persons 
o take part in the grand opening of 
the mines here. The specific date has 
not been communicated to him, but he 
believes that he is now in Minneapo- 
lis to arrange for this train, and that 
he will soon know the exact dace. 


Knows Whe Will Go. 


Mr. Kruse has been apprised in the 
uSual way of the number to be taxen, 
what road shali carry the excursion and 
the exact cost. So specific are the in- 
structions that he knows exactly whv 
shaii be taken. There will be : 
from Minneapulis, 2 from Milwaukee, ov 
from Chicago, lv from St. Lwuulg alu 
the remainder from Springtteld- and Mv- 
nett, Mo. The cost wiil be borne en- 
tirely .rom the procedes “of the mark - 
ets," played according to visions. The 
whole plan is “self-supporting, mean- 
ing that the expense of earrying out 
ithe promptings of the visions concerning 
this expense of estabiisaing an unseéi- 
fish community wi.l be covered by mon- 
ey received from Mr. Kruse's realiza- 
tions in the grain markets. 

While Mr. Kruse is uncertain of the 
exact time that which the train wiil 
leave for Rogers he is sure that ft will 
be before March 15, and probably early 
next month. Although the name of the 
railroad was written to him two years 
ago, Mr. Kruse will not divulge the 
secret until he has made arrangement: 
for the train. His sublime faith in the 
promptings is evidenced by the state- 
ments that he was made aware of the 
special train plan before he knew that 
a mine was to he discovered here.

Lears is a professiona] bondsman, and is probably the most widely known 


person in the “Bad Lands.”

bureau.

“A house called a panel-joint is usu- 
ally run under the guise of a lodging- 
heuse by a woman whose place is fre- 
quented by three or four younger 
women.

“These women go upon the street. 

usually very neatly dressed, and at- 
tract the attention of men. Sometimes

quiet soctability.

“If the victim takes a street car, the 
‘trailer’ gets on the same car, and if 
the man shows any signs of distress or 
leaves the car with an apparent Inten- 
tion of returning to the place, the 
‘trailer’ hurries back to the house and 
reports his suspicion. 

“The result is that by the time the 
victim arrives the woman who con- 
ducted him there is gone, and the wom- 
an who rents the house indignantly de- 
nies any mobbery in her place, declar- 
ing that she conducts a _ respectable 
rooming house. 

“At the same time she has his money 
in her pocket, for she herself is the one 
who his stolen it. 

“Sometimes she threatens to have 
him arrested for disturbing the peuce 
if he does not leave the premises at 
once. 

“In case the victim returns ‘to the 
house with a policeman friendly to the 
women there is usually a scene of this 
kind: 

“When he makes his accusation of 
robiery, the policeman, who expects his 
share of the spolls—one-half—says to 
the victim. ‘You're a married man, ain't 
you?’ 

Policeman’s Kindly Advice. 

“Hie admits that he is. 

“Well, now,’ gays the policeman, 
‘don’t you see where this is going to 
get you in bad’? Of course, if you insist 
on me arresting this woman, I have to 
take you along, too, and the matter ts 
Sure to become public.’ 

“This sets the victim to thinking, and 
while he is thinking the woman says: 

“‘T am innocent in this case, but 
rather than to go into court and stand 
all the costs and the injury it wou'd 
do me, am willing to give you half 
of what you claim you have lost, out 
of my own pocket.’ 

“This play usually works, and 
victim goes away as well satisfied as 
could be expected. 

“If he lives outside of the city, the 
policeman will argue that it is no use 
for him to arrest the woman unless he 
(the victim) will remain in the city to 
prosecute her, and that such a pro- 
ceeding would be very costly, since he 
would be neglecting his business and 
staying here at his own expense. 

“This argument is usually effective. 
and the man is content to go his way 
with what he can get, 
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“Then the division of the 
spoils, 

‘Supposing the man has.been robbed 
of $200 and is given back $100. 

“That leaves $100. Of this sum the 
friendly policeman gets $50. The 
woman who first made the man’s ac- 
quaintance gets $25 and the proprie- 
tress of the house $25. 

‘The friendly police always demand 
half of the loot in any such case. This 
is a fixed rale., 

“Still another method is pursued by 
these women. 

“When @ man leaves the house after 
having been robbed, he is followed by a 
man who Its on friendly terms with the 
women. When this man sees that the 
other discovers that he has been robbed. 
he approaches him on the street, with an 
apparent feeling of concern. 

‘Lost something?’ he says, or, 
robbed?’ 

“The victim—and most such victims 
are partiy intoxicated at the time—ad- 
mits that he has been robbed and wants 
to find an officer. 

“*That’s just what I thought,’ says 
the man. ‘Well, I am an officer,’ at 


the same time throwing back his coat 
and flashing a bogus star. 


“*Come on,’ he says, ‘I'll go with 
you.’ 

“Then he looks at the victim closely 

“‘By the way,’ he says, ‘didn’t | 
see you at such-and-such a place an 
hour or so ago?’ 

“The man admits that he was there. 
and that it was there he lost his 
money. 

“The bogus detective remarks. off- 
hand, ‘You're a married man, I sup.- 
pose?’ and the victim admits that, too.

“When they reach the house the bo- 
gus detective puts up about the same 
kind of a talk the friendly policeman 
does under similer circumstances. and 
the result is that there {s no arrest.

ing fur'her action, for fear his escapade 
will become public. 

“I made a living for seven years 
balling out women who had been ar- 
rested—a good living. too-and I never 
knew of a woman whose bond I went 
on going to trial. 

“Even when 2 warrant for grand 
ceny was secured against her, it 
dismissed for want of prosecution. 
worst that any of them ever got 
a fine in Police Court. 

“Why was this? 

“Simply because the pol'ceman or po- 
licemen who were Interested saw to it 
that the victim was not on hand to 
prosecute—always prevailing upon them 
either by persuasion or threats.

Big Profit Over Fines.

‘She is not the woman who was orig- 
inally with the man, but usually the 
proprietress. The policeman knows this, 
but says nothing, of course.

“The police graftetrs knew this, and 
watched their chance. They would 
plant themselves near these houses, and 
after a man had been robbed and would 
come out on the gtreet looking around 
in every direction, they would know he 
was looking for an officer, and would 
approach him. 

“He would accompany the man back 
into the house, and usually, if he was 
a good talker, he could persuade the 
man into leaving without even so much 
as asking for an arrest.

BLIND STAGGER 
FROM CORN WORMS 


Nipping Off Tips of Ears, 
Fatal to Many 
Horses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Dec. 2.—An unus- 
ual amount of trouble with blind stag- 
ger in horses is reported-'this winter, 
especially in Northern Oklahoma. 

The trouble seems to be caused, ac- 
cording te the veterinarians, tw the 
horses eating the worm dust on corn. 
The corn throughout the Southwest is 
said to be more wormy than usual this 
season and the horses used in gather- 
ing the corn have time only to bite off 


the ends of the ears as they move along 
between the rows, and thue get an un- 
usual portion of the worm dust. For the 
further prevention of the disease, it has 
been suggested some veterinarians 
that horses used in gathering the corn 
crop should be muzzled. 

A particularly large number of horses 
have been lost from blind staggers in 
the vicinity of Gage, in Woodward 
County, with similar reports from

ination and found the characteristic 
blood clot on the brain. formed by a 
cerebral hemorrhage. The parasites 
taken in by the horse in eating the 
worm dust gorge the blood and cause 
the pressure on the brain, which kills 
the animal].

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DECLINE AND FALL 
OF BOXING DURING 
AGE OF DARKNESS 





Introduction of Steel in Warfare and Quarrel Resulted in the De- 
cay of the Manly Art—lIts Renaissance During the Early 
Part of the Eighteenth Century. 


BY J. B. SHERIDAN, 


Last week I dealt with the classic and 
mythological pugilism of Greece 
Rome. The darkness of the Middle 
Ages, I have shown, is largely barren of 
record of phactice of self-defense and of 
other noble arts. With the revival of 
painting, sculpture and architecture In 
Italy we hear of pugilism also. Singular, 
but the Noble seeks to travel as com- 
panion of the Fine Arts. In the “Me 
moirs of Benevonuto Cellini’’ we read 
of *“‘un grande punzione del naso,’’ which 
means ‘‘a mighty punch on the nose.”’ 

Michael Angelo (Buonarott!), the great 
sculptor and painter, had, Cellini tells 
us, his nose broken by a swift smash 
from Pletro Torrigiano, a brother artist. 
Torrigiano tells Cellini of the occurrence 
in this wise. “I was,” he says. 
“extremely irritated by his language, 
and, doubling my fist, gave him such a 
violent blow on the nose that I felt the 
cartilages yield as if made of paper, 
and the mark I gave him he will carry 
to his grave."’ 

It is well that Torrigiano did not use 
the weapon of his country, the stiletto, 
on Michael Angelo. Had he done so, 
we might not have the majestic cupola 
of St. Peter’s, the wondrous Sistine fres- 
coes, the Last Judgment, the Sleeping 
Child, the Bacchus, and other works of 
this great painter, sculptor and archi- 
tect. Had Torrigiano not learned to use 
his fists during his sojourn in England 
the Pine Arts might never have known 
their greatest son. See what posterity 
owes to boxing. 

Had Torrigiano used the lethal stil- 
etto, what would have been the loss to 
art and architecture? 

Boxing was more or less known to the 
Italians of the Middle Ages. Artosto 
speaks of a “un gran punzione sulla 
testa”’ (a mighty punch on the head), 
as a punishment meted poachers by way 
of caution. Then Forsythe tells us that 
St. Bernard instituted boxing about th» 
year 1200 as a substitute for fighting 
with weapons. This holy man is there 
fore a patron saint of the prize ring. 

In Dr. Noble’s “History of the Crom- 
well Family” we are told that the Duke 
of York, afterwards Charlies I of Eng- 
land, was on his way to Scotland from 
London in 1604, he stayed over night 
at the house of Sir Oliver Cromwell, 
uncle of the famous protector, Oliver 
Cromwell. Si Oliver sent for his 
nephew and namesake to play with the 
royal child. Both boys were 5 years 
old. It is related. that they disagreed 
an@ that the stronger, Cromwell, hit 
his future King and victim a punch on 
the riose, drawing blood. Surely an 
omen of what followed at Tyburn. 

The first newspaper record of a fight 
is in The Protestant Mall in 1681. It re- 
lates the story of a boxing match for 
$% before the Duke of Albemarle, by 
the Duke’s footman and a neighboring 
butcher. The latter, though much the 
smaller man, was given the victory and 
acclaimed the best man at boxing ex- 
ercise in England. 

This publication is proof of ducal 
patronage, a stake of money, the cus- 
tom of public boxing as an amusement, 
and skill, In that the smaller man won. 


Prime Minister a Ring Patron. 


The fikst great patron of boxing was 
Tord Althorp, uncle of the recently de- 
ceased Red Earl, Spencer, Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland when the Phoenix 
Park murders took place. Lord A!thorp 


was an English statesman of great re- 

ute ati an ardent advocate of box- 
ng. When he was a Minister of the 
King he sald that he was not sure that 
it was not his duty to patronize every 
prizefight that took place and thus en- 
Courage the noblo art of self-defense. 
Lord Althorp then shows that ‘‘faking” 
wae not unknown in his day. He tells 
how Mendoza, the Jew, allowed Hum- 
phries to hammer him all over the ring 
‘until. his (Mendoza'’s) countrymen got 
their money on at fine odds. Mendoza 
waited until told that all the money was 
bet. Then he turned in and whipped 
Humphries in a jiffy. So you see that 
in tricks that are vain the old-time pu- 
giliet was no slouch. 

Lord Althorp also describes the fight 
between Gully and Pearce the Game 
Chicker, and how. Lord Byron, Charles 
James Fox and other famous men drove 
up in tallynos, 

Though we have but slight record of 
boxing prior to 1720, doubtless many 
good men in avery shire of Merrie Eng- 
land stripped to the waist on the green- 
sward and stood up toe to toe “for love 
and a bellyful’’ during the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. when Eng 
land boasted such yeomen brave. It 
fs not, however, until the beginning of 
the eighteenth century that boxing be- 
came a oommon ankisement with the 
people of Fingland. 


The First Regular Ring. 


James Figg of Thane Oxfordshire is 
the first public champion of the legiti- 
mate prize ring of whom we have au- 
thentic record. While known as the 
first champion of the ring, Figg was 
quite us famous as a cudgel and back- 
swordsmn as a boxer. Capt. Godfrey 
eavs of him that he not only was the 
cleverest swordsman of his day, but 
of such rugged and independent tem- 
per that he spared neither yeoman or 
gentieman who combated with him. He 
treated his pupils roughly, but when 
they finished their course they hed tie 
pleasure of knowing that they were per- 
fect in the art, as it then flourished.

In these days boxing was in its very 
infancy. The system of give and take, 
instead of hit, stop and get away, pre- 
vailed. .Hence, he who could hardest 
hit and accepted punishment with en-

tlemen who patronized the sport were 
then known. Thouvch still Fice’s cards

Publicity Makes Men Great. 


Right here we wish to call attention of 
so-called great men to the fact that it 


is not their deeds, but proper celebra- 
tion thereof, by poets and writers that 
makes them great. Horace alluded to 
this fact in his the fourth book of Odes, 
when he told Melpomene, the Muse of 
Lyric Poetry, that It was her, not their 
own deeds that made the Hercuies, Aga- 
memenon, Achilles, Hector Castor Pol- 
lux and Eaneas Aeneas great heroes. 
The newspaper of today has taken the 
place of the lyrists of antiquity. By re- 
counting and establishing their deeds in 
the enduring art, indestructible print. it 
makes great men famous. Capt. James 
Godfrey of the English Guards was the 
first pugilistic writer of the modern 
ring. In a book entitled “‘A Treatise on 
the Useful Science of Defense’’ we are 
indebted to him for the preservation of 
names and descriptions of boxers who 
were his contemporaries in the early 
part of the elghteenth century. 

About this time, 1720, boxing became a 
fad with men of breeding, money, taste 
and courage. The Craftsman advises us 
that the young dandy of the day found 
it fashionable to practice boxing. It 
says: 

To Figg and Broughton he commits his breast, 
To steel it to the fashionable test. 

In Bramatone’s Chronicle of Men of 
Taste we read that the mentally and 
physically cultivated gentlemen of. the 
day indulged in single stick play and 
boxing in the morning and conversation 
with wits In the evening. 

In Figg the prizefighter, they by day delight 

And sup with Colley Cfihhber every night. 

Cibber was a famous poet, wit 
Bohemian of the day. 

This second letter brings us from the 
decay of boxing, coincident with the in- 
troduction of steel in warfare, to the 
beginning of the modern prize ring and 
its first champion, Figg. ext week we 
will, if we live, plunge into the middle 
of affairs with the famous champions of 
the early recognized prize ring.

“The Western athlete !s not given 
credit nationally for his prowess on 
track and fleld,’’ said John J. O'Connor, 
president’ of the Western Amateur Ath- 
letic Union. 

“In-my opinion the Westerner is ca- 
pable of competing with the best in the 
East and I would not fear to say that 
were the Intersectional lines 
drawn the consequent issue would result 
in a victory for the sons born and bred 
on Western territory. 

“In 8t. Louis we have already devel- 
oped national, and in some instances 
international, champions, as exemplified 
in the records made by Charles Reber, 
who at one time was the broad jump 
champion of the world. Dwight F. 
Davis, the international tennis player; 
and Dr. Sheldon, who won the world’s 
diving championships at the Olympic 
games in competition with ‘the best 
aquatic experts of the world.

The sprinter breaks a record with a 
phenomenal burst of speed, breasting 
the tape amid the plaudits of the spec- 
tators. 

The long-distance runner staggers in

The weight thrower hurls a heavy mis- 
sile as far as a slungshot will propel a 
pebble, and the onlookers are aston- 
ished. 

Other athletes perform in a manner 
calculated to arouse admiration, and 
they stand forth in the strong tight of 
popular approval. 

It follows as a matter of course that 
the successful athlete must have latent 
speed, strength or some other quality 
implanted by nature. At the same time 
no athlete can win laurels unless he is 
a master of the technicalities of the 
branch of athletic endeavor in which he 
is interested. This is where the trainer, 
the man behind the athlete, makes his 
knowledge and skill a factor in the 
struggle for glory and medals. He it 
is who takes the young athlete in hand 
and coaches the aspirant in the ways 
he must go to garner fame on the cin- 
Ger path or in the field. The trainer 
selects the men who are to compete for 
a college or athletic club and molds 
them into form to win honors in the 
various events. 


There are many trainers in America, 
a majority of whom produce excelient 
results, but foremost among them 
stand Michael C. Murphy of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and Keene Fitz- 
patrick of the University of Michigan: 
Murphy is undeniably the most famous 
trainer in the world, He has developed 
more noted athletes than any other 
handler, and he has produced more sat- 
isfactory results than any other man. 

Murphy developed the first amateur 
sprinter to run 100 yards in less than 
ten seconds. This was John Owen Jr.

vor the love of a fight, he held in poii- 
tics ever afterward. To him money and 
politics were the same thing, they 
meant the same thing—they meant 
power and he wanted power-—power to 
sweep away his opponents and win. 

He directed his efforts towards the 
newspaper. Early in the ‘70s he was 
trying hard to get control of the old 
Times. He found it plastered with 
mortgages, and finally, seeing that if he 
bought it he would lose, he relinquished 
his ambition for the time being and 
stuck to the news business. 

And intermingled with everything he 
did was politics. He was a party power 
in the democracy, but one doctrine he 
woud not brook from any party.

That the situation was the gravest 
faced by Wal) street in many days is 
admitted, and speculatve sentiment was 
depressed throughout the entire week 
by the fear that other financia! troubles, 
éven after the heroic efforts taken to 
adjust the situation, might arise. 

From the standponit of the vulls the 
Chicago incident demonstrated one 
thing. That so far the distribution of 
stocks by the pools and cliques of Wai§l 
street has not been of such a volume 
as to make the so-called inside inter- 
esta desirous of a sharp decline before 
repurchasing. 

In other words, it indicated that stocks 
are stil] in strong hands. And if such 
an incident can pass without bringing 
on violent liquidation it is hard to see 
how a severe decline can ‘be precipitat- 
ed in the near future, unless unforseen 
factors af a highly unfavorable charact- 
er develop, or the present speculation 
rung into an ungovernable bull move- 
ment. The latter {is exceedingly likely 
after the first of the year. 

As a bear factor the Chicago situa- 
tion calls attention to the fact once 
Sgain that things are not as they seem 
in the world of high finance. 

It calls to mind the recent in@urance 
investigations, which have opened the 
eyes of the general public to the man- 
ner in which the funds of the populace 
are employed to lime the pockets of the 
chosen few. Also the accusations of 
Thomas W. Lawéon of the methods em- 
ployed by the “system,” as he so aptly 
terms the Standard (Oil interests, to 
bleed the country, which, unless backed 
by absolute knowledge and truth, would 
long ago have found the accuser in the 
courts of law. 

It forcibly impresses on the public 
mind the absolute indifference shown by 
men in high financial circles to the code 
of morals necessary to command the 
confidence of the public anl assure the 
management of public properties in an 
upright manner and in the interest of 
the stockholders and not in the interest 
of those in control, 

The Chicago, Hamilton & Dayton 
fiasco, which is taking on variable 
forms in the efforts of the parties in- 
terested, to clear the matter up without 
letting the general public in on the in- 
ward rottenness of the deal. 

The passing of the dividend on Rock 
Island preferred stock, and the cuttifig 
of the dividend on People’s Gas, in these 
prosperous times, are not factors indica- 
tive Of un entirely healthy situation.

But if the speculator wishes to follow 
the inovement he should be highly care- 
ful tn the selection of the security pur- 
chased and be amply prepared to meet 
any emergency that may suddenly arise, 

There are developments pending in 
mauy of the Wall street properties that 
will make prices of the securities inter- 
ested, now apparently fictitious, uiti- 
mately legitimate, but the fact that oth- 
et securities of unknown and question- 
able worth are castes epwerd om, ne 
good properties, places the market in 
a position where any slip in the cogs 
of the bull machinery would precipitate 
a 4ecline which would temporarily in- 
volve both good and bad alike. 

Outside of the developments in Chicago 
the news of the week brought to the 
surface no important new features in 
the market situation. Business of all 
kinda continues of record-breaking vol- 
ume and in the steel and iron industry 
the indications are that prices will have 
to ve advanced in thé near future.

Trade began the 
week with a slight advance, measuring 
about 6c above the previous weeks 
prices and with a top of $6.10 and a 
buik of $4.80 to $. The market was 
further strengthened during the early 
part of the week, but in the middle 
there was a decline which took away 
about all of the advance gained. This 
wags later recovered and a top of $6.15 
was established, the bulk selling at $4.95 
to $6.03. The advance gained towards 
the close of the week was only, how- 
ever, om the best hogs. Packers and 
all other buyers were more than ordi- 
narily particular about the quality, 
and pis and rough lights were neg- 
lected. 

The supply of sheep during the wéek 
has amounted td 151,000 head.

No gir! tn all our 125 years of national 
Itfe has ever been so pleasantly In the 
public eye. There was Nellie Grant, 
to béxsure, but she was lost forever to 
America when she became Mrs. Alger- 
non Sartoris and had a White House 
wedding. England claimed her; unhap- 
piness was her portion. The unfortu- 
nate alliance broke her spirit. When 
she came back to this country she was 

_@ prematurely aged woman—a girl no 
longer. 

But for Alice Roosevelt everything 
has been life and gayety and high spir- 
its and good times and her own sweet 
will all the time. No girl in all Amer- 
joa has had a tithe of the attention or 
a hundredth part of the publicity which 
has fallen to Alice Roosevelt’s lot from 
that day—and it wasn’t so very long 
ago—when she hurled the bottle of 
ehampagne across the bows of the 
Kaiser's yacht.

No woman ever had less trou- 
ble filling that always difficult position 
of stepmother. Between Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Miss Alice there has always ex- 
fisted that same sweet bond of sympa- 
thy that sprang up the very day when 
the bride-to-be took the motherless 
baby girl in her arms and promised to 
be a real mother to her. 

From the very first she was destined 
to importance. When motherless baby, 
with a host of adoring relatives, is not 
put promptly upon a p!innacle?

Did not the Sultan of Sulu real- 
ly offer his hand in marriage to her, as 
one of royal blood and fit to share his 
throne with him? What simple Amer- 
ican girl could ever have asked more? 

And all this crowded within the space 
of four years! 

Theodore Roosevelt was inaugurated 
Vice-President on March 4, 181. He 
Was sowrn in as President on Sept. 14, 
1901, the same day that the lamented 
McKinley died. He was re-elected and 
inaugurated on March 4 last, and will 
serve until 1909. That Sept. 14, 1991, was 
an eventful day in the life of Alice 
Roosevelt. It meant the change from 
the quiet obscurity of the schoolgirl, 
living in a modest house in Washing- 
ton, to the full glare of that light that 
beats upon a throne; and more light 
heats wpom the armchair in which the 
President sits than is allowed to beat 
upon the most gilded and bejewelled 
throne in Europe. ; 

Fortune Favored Her. 

Fortune favored her. The girl was 
ready to make her debut in society al- 
most at the time that the reins of Gov- 
ernment fell to her father’s hands 
There was a modest introduction to 
New York society at the Assemb'y 
bal]l—the same that she would have had 
were her father not President. The As- 
sembly debut was purely private; the 
one in Washington at the New Year's 
Dav reception was public and official. 

Jan. 1, 1902, really marks Alice Roose- 
velt’'s bow to the American public, with 
whom she has @ver been on the best 
of terms. But this was precise and for- 
mal, not at all picturesque, like the 
launching of the Meteor. From that 
moment, too, her fame became second 
only to her father’s. Where he ap- 
peared as doing something big in world 
politics, Miss Roosevelt was be.ng 
ohronicled as automobiling alone or as 
being cheered in Japan or feted in 
China. 

Her fame spread throughout the re- 
public. It reached around the globe. It 
reached Germany before she was out 
of her teens, end straightway the Ger- 
man Emperor decided to use the popu- 
arity of Miss Alice Roosevelt to make 
his Vaterland better appreciated in 
America. 

Fate, it seemed, was on the side of 
Here was an Emperor, 
perhaps the most powerful ruler of the 
Old Word, respectfully inviting an 
American girl to launch his yacht for 
mm. And Alice Roosevelt barely intro- 
duced to society! 

Those privileged to see Alice Roose- 
velt on that day of days in her life 
when she made her formal bow to 
Washington suciety remember that New 
Year’s Day well. They saw a young, 
slight girl, simply clad in white mousse- 
line, with patrician features, retrousse 
nose, laughing eyes and roguish mouth. 
Anilability was*stamped in every line 
of her features. 

Gowned to the Minute. 


Washington duwagers who had come 
to size up the President's daughter 
were prepared for most anything. They 
well knew Mr. Roosevelt's contempt for 
the niceties of dress. But instead of a 
carelessly garbed maiden they saw they 
had met their match. Alice Roosevelt, 
in her severely simple dress, was gown- 
ed to the minute. 

“She'll do!’ was the comment. 
More than that—she has done! 

She promptly became a leader in fash- 
ion. She had ideas; she gave more than 
one style its vogue. People realized 
that Alice Roosevelt knew how to dress 
becomingly and became her followers. 
She soon showed social Washington 





that she was nn newcomer from no- 
where. 

Then the invitation fram the Emperor 
of Germany. Miss Roesevelt came to 
Yew York with her father. The bean- 
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tiful Meteor lay on the ways at Shoot- 
er's Island. Thousands journeyed 
thither to see Prince Henry and Miss 
Alice—shall it be ‘‘Princess Alice,” 
some like to have it?—and on Feb.

She stood for an imperial] photograph 
—the Roosevelts and Prince Henry. She 
received a bracelet from the Kaiser con- 
taining his miniature, set in a circlet 
of diamonds. And England, vexed in- 
deed that Germany had gone it one bet- 
ter in the matter of getting into the 
limelight through Miss Roosevelt's 
favors, promptly. bid the President's 
daughter to come to the coronation of 
its king. 

Miss Alice was wild to go. What 
real, live American girl wouldn’t have 
been? But grave statesmen said *‘No!”’ 
She pleaded with her father that it 
couldn't make any difference; she was 
only a girl going to have fun and see 
the wonderful sight. But reasons of 
state bend not even to a bretty girl's 
pleas. She stayed home, and went to 
Cuba instead. 

Met Longworth Two Years Ago. 

But she had a good time. She rode, 
she drove, she played with her dogs 
and cats and parrots, she automobiled 
and she sailed. Newport found her 
there each.summer, having the time of 
her life. And two years ago she met 
Mr. Longworth. 

Mr. Longworth had come to Congress 
from the Cincinnati district. He was 
well-dressed, clever, good-looking, joliy, 
a good story-teller and rich. He bore 
fine letters of introduction, and that 
portion of exclusive’ Washington soct- 
ety that turns’ up its noses at ordi- 
nary Congressmen and has. but little 
use even for the richest Senstors, took 
him up at once. He met Miss Roose- 
velt almost at the first and was in- 
vited to call at the White House.

Miss Alice liked him. immensely. He | 
became one of a quartet who practic- 
ally led the younger set. The others 
were Miss Roosevelt, the Countess Cas- 
sini, daughter of the former Russian 
Ambassador, and ‘the Viscount de 
(hambrun, Secretary of the French 
Embassy. Mrs. Longworth, the Con- 
gressman’s mother, had a Washington 
house; her home soon became the cen- 
ter of social activity outside the White 
House. 

Society soon realized that Mr. Long- 
worth was persona grata wherever Miss 
E:oosevelt was. If Miss Roosevelt's pres- 
ence was wanted at any social function, 
no matter how small, it became neces- 
sary to invite Mr. Longworth. Gossip 
began long ago to predict an early en- 
vagement, and when Miss Roosevelt 
went to Cincinnati to visit Mrs. Long- 
worth, the mother, last spring, a wed-

ding was promptly predicted, only to be 
Official denied. 

But fresh fuel was added to the fire 
of gossip when Secretary Taft got up 
his Hawalil - Philippines - Japan - China 
junket and invited Miss Roosevelt to 
come along.

For they are none other 
than boys and girls, who, taking their name from 
their beloved Ernest Thompson Seton, propose to 
assemble in a permanent camp,in the Ozarks and 
there learn woodcraft and camperaft, to say noth- 
ing of all the arts of the old foreat, dwellers. 

As there are already several thousand Seton jin. 
dians in the Mississ ppi Valley and as representatives 
from all the scores of tribes already organized will 
spend each summer in the Ozarks, it can be seer 
that Missouri is to be overrun by the red men again. 
But what a different invasion from the one which 
swept the prehistoric mound builders westward to 
destruction! 

Returning to the scenes of his own boyhood, and 
but SO miles from St. Louis, where he was married 
to the pretty Missouri girl who is now his chief as- 
sistant in the work, Fuller Swift is about to estab 
lish the headquarters in the little towr of Arcadia, 
in Iron County, Missouri.

Ozarks, arrive at Arcadia? Listen. Already there 
are a hundred or more tribes of Seten Indians scat- 
tered over the country, all bearing picturesque In- 
dian names, such as Skalallatoets, Josakeeds, Ho- 
hohokoes and Wawonaissa, which, being translated 
from the Indian tongue, means such things as 
hrownies or fairies, prophets, owls, water witches 
and so on. Fach tribe has its own name, chosen 
from the voeabularies of great Indian tribes. These 
scattered tribes will either send their entire mem- 
hership or as many as can go to Arcadia, and there, 
with the ever-popular Ernest Thompson Seton in 
charge, and with Mr. and Mrs. Swift in direct eon- 
trel, they will each recurring summer camp out in 
tepees of skins and roam the wilds armed with bow 
and arrow. 

The Indians from the various states wil] form a 
national tribe, or council, as it will be called, and 
will choone some flowery, many-8yllabled name. Then 
will come the election of a Head War Chief, to be 
selected by the Indians themselves. He must be 
strong and popular, for it will be hie duty to lead 
and enforce the laws and to preside over all sessions 
of the Council. There will also be a Second War 
Chief and a Third War Chief and a Wampum Chief, 
who will have charge of all the money and publie 
property of the national tribe except the records: 
and a Chief of the Painted Rohe or Feather. tally 
who will keep the tribal records, including the rog.- 
ter and roll, the winter count, or records of camps 
and seasons and the Feather-tally, or record of hon- 
ors and exploits, and a Chief of the Counej] Fire 
whose exclusive duty it shall he to make the offie'al 
Council fire by rubbing two sticks together: and a 
Chief Medicine Man and a Chief Medicine Wom. 
an. It will be in the election of the Chief of the 
Fire that there will be the most

Having perfected this national organization in the 
Ozarks, the Seton Indians will give themselves over 
to the work—possibly some might call it the play— 
of the simmer.

Early in the morning the tom-toms will beat and 
the tribe will assemble for the day. After the 
Council meeting, at which tribal matters are to 
be considered, the forenoon wil] be devoted to ath. 
letic games, conducted under the rules of the Amer. 
jean Athletic Association. If there is any benighted 
paleface who does not know what sort of games the 
noble Setons will play at Arcadia, let him look 
over this list and tremble, for surely no one but 4 
red man could do all these things:

For instance, 
the whole matter had been adjusted in Alton and 
had resolved itself into competitive organization 
before New York sprung the Corey case, in which 
Mrs. Schwab, wife of the tee] man, declares her 
determination to cut another big steel man if he 
divorees his wife to marry a younger woman, as he 
is supposed to be planning to do. The whole pre- 
mise was threshed to a whisper in Alton weeks 
and it is 2 well-established custom there 
for divorced people to be barred from the social 
functions of others and for others to be barred 
from the equally elaborate social functions of the 
divorcees. : 

Mr. Hoppe’s Liberty League is, of course, new. 
Alton never interests hereelf in anything but an 
equation in which there is a possibility of some- 
thing new to social science.

The Bachelor Club is another of the unique subdi- 
Visions into which society is divided in Alton. The 
Alton Bachelor Club is an old and honored institu- 
tion. It was organized years ago by a dogen young 
men, who agreed to pay into the club treasury, if 
they married, a fine sufficient to banquet the remain- 
ing members. The president of the club for a long 
time was William Bauer, who collected fines and 
feasted upon deserters, and then finally paid his own. 
At the last banquet there were two bachelors, and 
they laid flowers on the plates of the departed and 
mourned for the hand gone into captivity. Now 
there is to be another wedding, and when the groom 
shall pay his fine there will be but one man at the 
feast. When he shall marry he will pay no fine. 

There is, perhaps, no other such practical sociol- 
ogist in the West as the Mayor of Alton, Edmund 
Beall. Mr. Beall is known from Pole to Pole as the 
Stork Mayor. His Stork’s Nest Flats are even de- 
scribed as the most celebrated struc ures, ancient or 
modern, in the United States. When President 
Roosevelt saw Mr. Beall in Washington recently 
those two kindred spirits communed like fellow en- 
thusiasts. Mayor Beall came into fame by posting 
an emancipation proclamation for flat-barred chil- 
dren. He announced that families without chil- 
dren couldn’t live in his flats. At this reversal of the 
customary rul ng, a shout of approbation for Beall 
The birth rate in Alton has 
almost doubled in the -last 4 ear. 

Mayor Beali has rather outdone Mr. Roosevelt. 
He not only preached babies. but twins. He was in 
a position to preach on the text, for he had two sets 
of twins of his own, Most of the children in Aiton 
call the Mayor grandpa.

Prison and Coroner—this is the man, or, at Jeast, 
these are his titles at present. What offices he 
mat cbold as times grow more turbulent the 
lathmus retnains to be seen, and as to the man. 
titles don’t tell the story. A giang of a man is 
Shanton, a laughing, reckless, fearless giant, with 
a boyish face and pleasing amile, but with a hand of 
iron and a determination that knows no law except 
the one that gets for him what he was put there 
to get peace throughout the canal zone. To pre- 
aerve the peace is Shanton’s duty that’s what Pres- 
iderit Roosevelt picked him for---and, like some fa- 
mous men who have preceded him in history, peace 
he seems determined to have, even if he has to fight 
for it. 

¥ating @ situation unprecedented in history. and 
dealing with a class of men who care nothing for 
laws as mere statutes, Shanton: has cast aside al! 
precedents and molded rules and made punishments 
to suit the occasion. He is now in charge of a. force 
of 146 black policemen and 40 white ones, and, what. 
éver élee may be said of the canal zone, it is reput 
ed to be free of crime—and to Shanton belongs the 
credit. “But with the beginning of real work on the 
canal his duties will be many times increased. Fifty 
thousand men will be at work there then—twice as 
many as now—such a gathering of adventurers as 
the world has never before seen. From all the 
earth the offscourings will be sifted onto Panama. 
A &ttip of land 10 miles wide and 40 long will. hold 
the seum of creation, the criminals of every land. 
Ten thousand of them will be white. it is estimated— 
white of skin, if not of heart—and the remaining 
40,000. will be made up of the black and mongrel of 
all nations.

It is almost impossible to give 
a true <deseription of all one 
sees, for the events crowd upon each other in such 
rapid succession that it is difficult to notice everv- 
thing. In conversation with one of the native priests 
I was surprised at his admission that although he 
had seen the Christmas celebration in the Holv Land 
for 25 years, he would not attempt a detailed de- 
scription of the events of Christmas week, to which 
thousands flock from all parts of the world 


It is not unusual at this time to see the Hun- 
garian peasant sitting next to the Australian farm 
er, whose neighbor, in turn, may come from the lands 
of the Amazon. Although they are unable to con- 
verse with each other, they still display the same 
fervor and religious enthusiasm—all of which is a: 
illustration of the uniform and powerful influence ot 
the church throughout the world. Another remarkable 
feature is that the masses c ngregated here are by 
no means all sightseers and amusement seekers; they 
are true believers who enjoy the satisfaction of hav- 
ing been enabled to come hither to participate in the 
great festival on sacred soil. One pilgrim, a woman. 
whom I saw kneel before the place where the cross 
was planted on Golgotha, pray five prayers and kiss 
the place five times. Upon inquiring I discovered she 
was a poor Russian peasant, who, in order to ac- 
cumulate sufficient money for so long a journey. 
was forced to beg. She received alms upon condition 
that she would pray for the giver at whatever 
sacred place he designated, as, for instance, at the 
foot of the cross, at Ecce Homo arch or the Holy 
Sepulcher.
